DAFFODIL  CLASSIFICATION 


For  those  who  are  not  familiar  with  the  different 
classes  of  Daffodils,  we  offer  the  following  brief 
descriptions: 

The  length  and  size  of  the  central  portion  of  the 
Daffodil,  called  the  Trumpet,  Crown  or  Cup,  de¬ 
pending  on  its  size,  is  the  most  variable  part  of 
the  flower  and  determines  its  classification. 

Yellow  Trumpet  Daffodil — Such  as  Emperor  and 
King  Alfred.  See  King  Alfred  illustration. 

Bi-color  Trumpet  Daffodil — Of  Emperor  form  but 
having  white  petals  (perianth)  and  yellow  trumpet. 
White  Trumpet  Daffodil  —  White  petals  with  a 
trumpet  of  white  or  nearly  white. 

Incomporabilis — See  illustrations  of  Croesus  and 
Whitewell.  In  this  class  the  trumpet  is  shorter  than 


the  Trumpet  Daffodils,  but  longer  and  larger  than 
the  Barrii.  It  is  about  a  three-fourth  length  trumpet. 
May  be  had  in  both  all  yellow  and  bi-color 
varieties. 

Barrii — In  place  of  trumpets  this  section  has  small 
crowns  or  cups,  and  the  flowers  are  smaller  than 
the  above  classes.  May  be  had  in  both  all  yellow 
and  bi-color  varieties. 

Leedsii — In  form  this  is  a  combination  of  the  In- 
comparabilis  and  Barrii  classes.  In  color  the  petals 
are  always  white  and  the  cup  or  crown,  white, 
cream  or  pale  citron.  The  Giant  Leedsii  are  similar 
in  form  to  the  Incomparabilis,  while  the  small- 
flowered  Leedsii  are  similar  to  the  Barrii. 


Jonquillg — This  and  the  Poetaz  Narcissus  are  both 
bunch-flowered  types,  i.  e.,  several  smaller  flowers 
on  one  stem.  The  Jonquils  are  a  deep  buttercup 
yellow  and  sweetly  scented.  The  stems  are  smooth 
and  round  and  deep  green.  The  leaves  are  rush¬ 
like  in  form  and  also  smooth  and  deep  green. 
Trumpet  Daffodils  are  mistakenly  called  Jonquils 
by  many. 

Poetaz  Narcissus  —  Of  the  bunch-flowered  type. 
The  flowers  have  white  or  pale  yellow  petals  and 
cups  of  pale  citron,  yellow  or  red.  See  illustration 
of  Raphael. 

Poeticus — The  Poet's  Narcissus.  Single  white  flow¬ 
ers  with  small  cups  of  red,  yellow  or  red  and 
green.  See  illustration  of  Cassandra. 
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Of  all  the  Daffodils  this  grand  mon¬ 
arch  is  the  most  popular  and  best 
known.  It  is  THE  commercial  Daffodil 
of  Today.  More  "Alfreds"  are  grown 
and  sold  than  any  other  variety.  It  is 
the  one  you  see  most  in  florist  shops 
and  greenhouses. 

Its  rich,  lustrous,  golden  yellow  is  the 
color  we  love  to  associate  with  Daffo¬ 
dils.  The  square  shouldered  perianth 
and  deeply  frilled  trumpet  though  large 
are  refined  in  appearance  and  beauti¬ 
fully  proportioned.  These  lovely  flow¬ 
ers  holding  themselves  proudly  erect 
top  sturdy  tall  24-inch  stems  and  rise 
above  its  handsome  blue-green  foliage. 
Also  they  are  long  lasting  both  as  cut 
flowers  and  in  the  garden.

These  are  truly  Aristocratic  Daffodils  of  the  highest  merit.  Most  of  them  have 
received  Awards  of  Merit  at  the  English  flower  shows  where  blossoms  are  sub¬ 
jected  to  the  keenest  competition.  The  varieties  in  this  list  have  all  been  tried, 
proven  and  selected  for  their  beauty,  vigor,  and  hardiness. 

Beersheba  (2)  (White  Trumpet)  (See  illustration)  is  in  every  respect  pure  white. 

It  is  truly  a  great  flower  and  far  ahead  of  any  other  white  Daffodil.  It  has  a  really 
magnificent  perianth;  perfectly  flat  and  standing  at  right  angles  to  the  trumpet. 
The  segments  are  long  and  overlapping,  yet  beautifully  clean  cut  and  pointed  * 
forming  a  great  bold  clear  cut  star.  When  seen  growing  in  company  with  other 
Daffodils  the  outstanding  purity  of  its  whiteness  is  most  striking,  while  its  beauti¬ 
ful  lines  and  stately  carriage  give  it  a  serene  loveliness  that  compels  unqualified 
homage.  It  is  a  very  free  bloomer,  grows  with  extreme  vigor,  and  is  quite  early 
while  its  splendid  parchment-like  substance  enables  it  to  last  an  amazing  time. 
Beersheba  is  a  large  flower  growing  up  to  5  inches  in  diameter  with  a  height  of 
21  inches.  It  has  been  awarded  a  medal  as  the  best  flower  in  the  London  Daffodil 
show  of  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society  as  well  as  other  awards.  Price  $2.00  each. 


Mrs.  R.  O.  Backhouse  (3)  (Giant  Leedsii).  This  is  the  famous  "Pink  Daffodil".  Fine 
informal  perianth  of  ivory  white  and  beautifully  proportioned  slim  long  trumpet 
of  apricot-pink,  changing  to  shell  pink  at  the  deeply  fringed  edge.  On  opening 
the  trumpet  has  the  appearance  of  pale  yellow,  but  as  the  flower  unfolds  the 
color  changes  to  delicate  pink  which  becomes  more  pronounced  as  the  flower 
ages.  Height  20  inches.  Each  $2.00. 

Red  Cross  (4)  (Giant  Incomparabilis)  (See  illustration).  This  splendid  flower  is  very 
large  and  of  perfect  form.  The  soft  yellow  perianth  is  very  flat  and  overlapping. 
The  large  expanded  crown  is  of  deep  orange  shading  down  to  golden  orange  at 
the  center.  Substantial,  long  lasting  and  a  splendid  exhibition  and  garden  variety. 
Red  Cross  is  after  the  style  of  Fortune.  Fortune  being  earlier  with  the  color  of  its 
crown  much  deeper  and  more  intense.  First  Class  Certificate,  Haarlem.  45c  each,

Mitylene  (3-4)  (Giant  Leedsii).  A  grand  and  most  striking  show  flower  quite  distinct 
from  other  Leedsii,  and  a  really  magnificent  garden  plant;  tall,  vigorous,  free  of 
bloom  and  increase.  Very  large,  having  broad,  rounded,  much  overlapping  pure 
white  perianth  of  great  substance  and  beautiful  quality,  and  a  large,  wide  and 
shallow  smooth  saucer-shaped  crown  of  cardboard-like  substance  and  palest 
primrose  color  fading  to  almost  cream.  Mitylene  has  received  many  awards  at 
English  Daffodil  shows.

The  individuality 
of  lohn  Evelyn  is  found  in  this 
unusual  and  most  attractive 
cup.

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White  Nile  (2-3)  (Giant  Leedsii).  On  first  opening  the  crown  is  very  pale  lemon, 
but  the  whole  flower  soon  passes  to  absolutely  pure  white.

This  is  the  finest  red-eyed  Barrii  yet  seen,  and  is  a  really  great 
flower.  Large  spreading  and  overlapping  ivory-white  perianth  of  much  substance 
and  flat  crinkled  crown  of  richest  blazing  solid  red  which  lasts  exceptionally  well. 
Very  tall,  24  inches  is  common.  A  most  vigorous  grower  and  profuse  bloomer. 
Firetail  looks  like  a  glorified  Poeticus,  but  is  a  strong  growing  Barrii.  Award  of

SCILLA  CAMPANULATA  (Wood  Hyacinth) 

All  the  varieties  of  Scilla  Campanulata  are  splendid  for  naturalizing  because  they 
will  flower  under  trees  and  in  shady  places.  They  are  effective  in  groups  among  the 
shrubbery  or  in  the  flower  border.  The  white  are  particularly  lovely  in  half  shaded  bor¬ 
ders  among  ferns.  All  have  long  graceful  spikes  of  bell-like  flowers  resembling  Hyacinth. 

They  are  extremely  hardy  and  persistent,  and  those  who  have  trouble  in  finding 
flowers  to  grow  in  difficult  climates  should  try  them. 

Plant  from  September  to  November  and  6  inches  deep  to  obtain  fine  flower  spikes. 
Occasionally  top  dress  with  bone  meal  or  wood  ashes.  May  flowering. 

Blue  Queen.  Large  bright  blue.  Height  14  inches.  Alba.  Pure  white.  Height  12  inches. 
Rose  Queen.  Soft  lilac-rose.  Height  12  inches.

SCILLA  ITALICA 

This  rare  Scilla  is  seldom  found  in  catalogs  but  we  have  been  growing  it  for  a  number 
of  years  and  are  glad  to  make  this  lovely  flower  available.  It  is  splendid  for  the  rock 
garden  or  flower  border.  The  flowers  come  in  late  May  and  are  noted  for  the  fullness  and 
sweetness  of  their  lilac-like  fragrance. 

The  leaves  are  few  in  number  and  much  shorter  than  the  flower  stem  which  rises  to  a 
height  of  10  to  12  inches,  carrying  a  large  number  of  the  daintiest  little  bells  of  pale  blue. 
Plant  3  to  4  inches  deep  in  any  good  well  drained  garden  soil.  Hardy.

SCILLA  SIBERICA 

The  bright  blue  flowers  of  Scilla  Siberica  coming  so  early  in  the  spring  have  made 
them  a  great  favorite  and  they  are  one  of  the  most  popular  of  the  small  flowering  spring 
bulbs.  They  flower  before  the  Snowdrops  are  over  and,  planted  close  together,  make 
the  really  first  brilliant  display  of  the  year.  Each  bulb  produces  from  one  to  six  flower 
stems  3  to  4  inches  tall,  each  stem  carrying  from  one  to  three  or  more  open  bell-like 
flowers.  Splendid  for  edgings,  massing  in  flower  beds  and  borders  or  in  the  rock  garden. 
Plant  3  to  4  inches  deep.  The  bulbs  are  cheap  and  can  be  planted  liberally.

LEUCOJUM — SNOWFLAKE  (Leucojum  Aestivum) 

A  very  handsome,  hardy  and  robust  plant  producing  in  May  elegant  spikes  of  long 
stemmed  flowers  highly  prized  for  vases.  The  stems  14  to  18  inches  high  are  topped  by 
4  to  8  handsome,  white,  drooping,  bell-like  flowers  having  a  small  dot  of  green  on  the 
edge  of  each  petal.  The  bulbs  look  like  narcissus,  require  similar  culture,  and  may  be  left 
undisturbed  for  years.  Plant  in  September  to  November,  3  to  4  inches  deep,  measuring 
from  the  shoulder  of  the  bulb.  Prefers  a  partly  shaded  position  in  moist  loamy  soil  well 
drained  in  winter.  Lovely  in  fern  borders  or  in  groups  in  the  shrubbery.

MUSCARI— GRAPE  HYACINTHS 

A  charming  and  exceedingly  popular  spring  flower,  requiring  no  special  culture 
or  soil.  Perfectly  hardy  and  increasing  rapidly  by  offsets.  They  look  beautiful 
naturalized  in  the  rock  garden,  while  as  edgings  and  massed  in  the  flower  border 
they  produce  a  lovely  effect  and  continue  a  long  time  in  bloom. 

"Heavenly  Blue" — Produces  freely  well-furnished  spikes  of  little  globular  bells — 
grape-like  clusters  closely  set — of  the  brightest  and  richest  shade  of  gentian-blue 
imaginable.

An  ideal  soil  for  lilies  and  for  all  bulbs  which  remain  in  the  garden  over  winter, 
is  one  which  is  sufficiently  porous  to  permit  fast  drainage  of  winter  water  but  rich 
enough  in  humus  to  retain  moisture  for  the  plants  during  the  summer.  The  soil 
should  be  deep  and  well  tilled  as  lilies  are  planted  deep  and  the  roots  feed  deep. 
Heavy  soils  may  be  improved  by  liberal  additions  of  sand  and  leafmold.  Wherever 
possible  avoid  the  use  of  manures  in  fertilizing  lilies.  A  mulch  of  leafmold  from 
deciduous  trees  will  retain  moisture  and  provide  just  the  right  sort  of  plant  food 
lilies  need.

Colchicums  are  charming  and  interesting  plants, 
hardy,  persistent  and  of  easy  culture. 

These  great  crocus-like  flowers  carpet  the  ground  in 
September  and  October  without  foliage  and  at  a  time 
when  the  herbaceous  beds  begin  to  lose  their  freshness. 

To  the  casual  eye  they  look  like  long  tubed  crocuses, 
but  Colchicums  are  of  the  lily  family  and  have  six  sta¬ 
mens  while  crocuses  have  but  three. 

They  ore  most  effective  when  grown  in  masses  and 
with  ground  covers  of  low  growing  perennials  such  as 
Arabis,  Sedums  and  Phlox  Subulata. 

They  may  be  placed  between  taller  growing  plants  in 
the  rock  garden,  in  flower  borders  and  in  the  wild 
garden. 

In  very  worm  climates  partial  shade  is  preferable, 
otherwise  they  succeed  best  in  on  open  sunny  border. 

The  blossoms  seem  fragile  but  are  quite  tough  and 
last  exceedingly  well  when  cut  for  the  house.  In  the 
garden  the  individual  flowers  last  about  three  days. 


depending  on  the  weather,  being  able  to  stand  light 
frosty  morning  better  than  hot  sunny  days.  Five  to  six¬ 
teen  blooms  come  in  succession  from  a  single  bulb, 
giving  a  reasonably  long  flowering  period. 

In  congenial  surroundings  Colchicums  will  increase 
so  that  every  few  years  replanting  is  desirable.  Then 
they  should  be  lifted  when  the  foliage  dies  down — end 
of  June  or  early  July — separated  and  replanted.  Their 
foliage  appears  very  early  in  the  spring  and  grows 
vigorously  until  June. 

Plant  Colchicums  as  soon  as  the  bulbs  can  be  ob¬ 
tained  and  are  received.  Planted  in  August  or  Septem¬ 
ber,  the  bulbs  will  bloom  almost  immediately,  but  are  at 
their  best  when  well  established.  Deep,  well  enriched, 
good  loamy  soil  is  preferred  with  the  tip  of  the  long  bulb 
placed  1  to  2  inches  under  the  surface.  If  no  ground 
cover  is  planted  give  a  light  mulch  over  winter. 

As  the  bulbs  and  foliage  ore  distasteful  to  animals, 
mice,  moles  and  rabbits  do  not  bother  them. 


Flowering  Without  Soil 
or  Water 

A  most  interesting  feat  of  Colchi¬ 
cums  is  their  ability  to  flower  from 
dry  bulbs  without  soil  or  water. 

This  makes  them  valuable  novelty 
gifts  for  friends  and  most  fascinat¬ 
ing  for  shut-ins  to  watch  develop. 

The  flat  based,  clean  bulbs  may 
be  set  on  a  table,  on  the  window 
sill  or  in  a  container .  where  they 
will  start  flowering.  As  the  blooms 
fade  and  drop,  cut  them  off  and 
others  will  follow  in  quick  succes¬ 
sion. 

In  the  dark  the  flowers  and  tubes 
come  an  attractive  pure  white. 

On  the  window  sill  with  plenty  of 
light  they  have  their  normal  color 
— less  color  appearing  the  farther 
the  bulbs  are  from  the  light.  The 
skins  of  the  bulbs  are  dry  and 
tough  which  often  must  be  broken 
to  allow  the  buds  to  appear.
